Astronauts near Skylab hookup 


CAPE KENNEDY (U PI) 
The world's hrst astro 
repairmen, promising “ we fix anything," gunned their 
Apollo command ship in pursuit of the crippled Skylab 
today in a daring attempt to salvage the space station 
and make it liveable for nine men this year 
A brief burst from the spaceship’s main engine two 
and one-half hours after launch switched the astronauts 
out of their initial orbit into a higher path to start the 
long rendezvous sequence. 
“ We re in very good shape,” mission commander 
Charles “ Pete" Conrad told mission control after 


confirming that the hrst chase maneuver went well The 
astronauts then ate a brief lunch 
Conrad, space physician Joseph P 
Kerwin and 
aeronautical engineer Paul J. Weitz were launched on 
time at 9 a m EDT and raced smoothly into orbit 10 
minutes later. 


The three astronauts-turned-repairmen quickly settled 
down in their modified Apollo command ship and 
calculated the precise course changes required to 
rendezvous with the sun-scorched space lab at 4:37 p.m. 


“ The doctor did a rnagnihcent job,” Conrad said at one 
point, referring to navigation star sightings performed 
by Kerwin 
The astronauts carried with them three emergency 
sunshades to cool the overheated, eight-room Skylab and 
tools to try to clear debris from the station’s golden skin. 
They also will attempt to pry open a jammed wing-like 
panel that converts sunlight into electricity 
Hiding on their efforts was the fate of the $2 6 billion 
research program to put space to practical use for man 
on Earth. 


One of the purposes of Skylab is to see bow well man 
adapts to the lack of gravity in space for long periods. 
After one orbit, Conrad said, “ Everyone up here is 
enjoying Zero G super." 


Looking out the Apollo’s windows, Conrad said he 
could see ahead of them the spent Saturn rocket stage 
that propelled them into orbit “ and it really makes a big 
plume when it vents." 
“ Skylab II, Houston, We fix anything," cracked 
Conrad as the big rocket blasted away from Florida

William T. Farr, confined 46 days to 
an eight-by-12-foot cell for refusing 
to 
divulge 
confidential 
news 
sources, told his story to a vast 
Lompoc audience last night. 
Over 70 dinner guests crowded the 
Lompoc Valley Press Club program 
at the Royal Coach Restaurant, 
others followed the event live on 
radio and videotape TV cameras 
were trained as the 38-year-old ex­ 
marine retraced the events that 
brought him to jail and, he said, 
“ are more than likely" to return 
him there after appeals. 
The recipient of several Southern 
California investigative reporting 
awards, Farr granted that his legal 
drama 
involved 
the 
Sixth 
Amendment, granting the right to a 
fair trial, as well as the First, which 
protects freedom of the press. It 
was the collision of these two 
doctrines and their followers that 
brought Charles Manson trial Judge 
Charles Older to cite Farr for 
contempt for not revealing his 
sources for an October, 1970 story on 
the murder family. 


There are equities, the reporter 
said, on both sides. 


But 
in 
the 
totality 
of 
the 
circumstances, Farr heid, he feels 
that what happened to him was 
unjust. He left the final decision up 
to the individuals of the audience but 
cites these points in his defense: 


—Prior to the publication of his 
Herald-Examiner 
story 
on 
an 
extended Manson murder plot, the 
newsman had conferred with Older. 
Reading from an in-chambers court 
transcript, Farr quoted the judge as 
saying at that time that though the 
judge had asked 
him for the 
identities of his sources, Farr 
"could assert protection of his news 
sources under section 1070 (the 
newsman’s shield section of state 
law».’’

— The Manson trial jury was 
sequestered, 
protected 
from 
exposure to news accounts that 
could 
have 
swayed 
them 
and 
jeopardized the fairness of the trial. 


No evidence of any juror s having 
seen Farr’s story has come to light, 
he said, and Older did not consider it 
prejudicial or declare a mistrial 
after two jurors reported having 
seen previous accounts of President 
Nixon's statement to the effect that 
Manson was guilty. 
— Finally, Farr rested his case on 


the fact that he was only served with 
an order to reveal the sources 
several months after the conclusion 
of the trial and after he had left the 
Hearald for a position on the 
District Attorney’s staff. 
This, 
he 
said, 
implies 
an 
evaporation ot his privilege under 
Section 1070 merely because he 
changed jobs. It also, he believes, 
amounts to an ex post-facto (after 
the fact) application of a court 
remterpretation of 
Section 
1070 
made after the events of his legal 
saga had transpired. 


Broadening 
the scope of his 
address, Farr said that “ The 
concept of the traditional use of the 
reporter s privilege (not to reveal 
sources) normally goes with a much 
more important type of story, 
dealing 
with 
corruption 
in 
government or mismanagement or 
the activities of organized crime 
“ And exhibit A, frankly, for the 
legal right of reporters to protect 
their sources is Watergate. One 
couldn't name a more excellent 
example, Farr asserted.

"1 was always taken out and 
brought back by prison officials,"

Alessio’s comments came at the 
trial of his son, Dominic, 31, who is 
accused of offering “ gratuities" to a 
former prison official in exchange 
for preferential treatment for his 
father, who was then serving a 
three-year term for tax evasion. 
The 62 year-old Alessio, once the 
operator of Caliente race track, did 
not 
identify the 
“ visitor" 
he 
admitted seeing during some of the 
trips. 
“ Isn’t it a fact that you were left 
alone with your visitor at a motel?” 
asked prosecutor Robert Thaller 
“ Not in all cases," said Alessio, 
adding that he had met with his 
wife, 
Edna, 
on 
at 
least 
two 
occasions.

actress Maria della Malva testified 
she met Alessio several times in 
motels in the Lompoc area One 
such visit lasted from 9:30 a m to

Indians out in force 


BAY MILLS,’ Mich (UFI > — A dispute over a centurv-old 
Indian treaty Thursday brought 1(H) armed and angry 
Indians out tor a show of force reminiscent of the 
occupation of Wounded Knee, S.D. 
The Indians, armed with rifles, shotguns, knives and 
clubs, blocked both ends of a major roadway crossing their 
1,780-acre 
reservation 
for 
four 
hours 
before 
tribal 
representatives reached a compromise with federal and 
local officials. 
Chippewa spokesman Albert Leblanc said a meeting was 
expected later today to work out a solution to the problem, 
which flared up Wednesday when state police arrested two 
young Chippewas for 1 ishing without a license. 
The tribe has long been involved in a dispute with the 
state over its claim to unlimited hunting and fishing rights, 
which is based on a 19th-century treaty with the federal 
government. 
White sportsmen, claiming the fish would be exploited, 
have gained an injunction preventing the Indians from 
fishing without regard to state law Since then, more than a 
dozen Indians have been arrested on charges of illegal 
fishing.

Busing rejected 


“The primary function of a school system is to educate 
students The distric t should assign students to schools best 
serving that purpose to the greatest convenience of the 
student. 
With 
this 
statement 
Assemblyman 
Leroy 
Greene 
summed 
up the 
issue of busing 
It is particularly 
impressive since Greene is chairman of the Assembly 
Education Committee. 
The idea that equality in education could be achieved by 
wholesale busing to accomplish racial balance had its 
genesis in a U.S. Supreme Court decision almost 20 years 
ago. The court aimed at conditions in the South which 
maintained separate school system s. It declared that if 
equality could only be done by busing then busing they 
must. 
Overzealous school officials, backed in som instances by 
lower courts, seized upon this mandate to wreak havoc with 
the neighborhood school concept Their efforts ignored the 
lone reason for busing, that of educational equality, and 
imposed it for the sole purpose of establishing racial 
balances 
They did it over the objections of everyone 
including the minorities it was supposed to help. 
The height ot such folly came in San Francisco There 
never had been any claim that inequality of education 
existed in that school system. But because of the unique 
voluntary residential patterns of various racial groups the 
city schools were heavily disproportioned racially in some 
areas. 
Most notable was Chinatown whose residents 
proudly claim to be the largest Chinese settlement outside 
of China 


In an ill conceived plan the school officials attempted to 
transport children all over the city. The Chinese rebelled 
and set up their own schools privately. It was a dramatic 
and traumatic demonstration of the strong desires of the 
citizens to maintain the neighborhood concept for schools. 
Since then the federal government, the Supreme Court 
and others have declared busing not only unnecessary but 
improper. In California the voters ovewhelmingly adopted 
a constitutional amendment sponsored by Assemblyman 
Floyd Wakefield making it illegal to bus for ethnic 
integration 
However, districts continue to bus children away from 
their neighborhood schools. They say this does not violate 
the Wakefield amendment because the pupils are being 
bused to provide quality education. The fact they are of a 
minority race just happens to be coincidental. It is a bold 
subterfuge which is continually challenged. 
Greene's declaration places the whole issue in proper 
perspective. It is a reminder to school officials that their 
jobsis to educate children 
Equally impressive is his statement that “ Inconvenience 
to a school district must not outweigh the rights and choices 
of the public to whom the schools belong “ 
To enforce upon the schools these two truisms Greene is 
proposing a simple and reasonable solution to end the 
busing 
controversy. 
His 
answer 
would 
restore 
the 
neighborhood school concept. But it would permit any 
parent to elect to send his child to another school of his 
choice within the district for any reason 
Gre e ne s 
approach 
would 
avoid 
the 
arbitrary 
assignments of children to schools by officials without 
regard to the parents’ convenience or desires Yet it would 
permit any parents who feel their child is being deprived of 


a quality education to select the school they think would be 
better, 
It should put an end to squandering money on buses, 
gasoline and drivers and permit school funds to be used to 
educate children.

NEW YOKK - (N EA) - 
‘ There’s a lot of meanness 
in Chrissie Evert.

Laurie Fleming, a delicate- 
looking 17-year-old with long 
lustrous black hair which 
she twirls into a prim bun 
before playing, left home to 
play in her first tennis tour­ 
nament as a professional in 
the Fam ily Circle Cup at 
Hilton Head, S. C. Her father 
told her she was under no 
pressure to be spectacular, 
that all she needed to do was 
concentrate on the job. 
At the tournament, Laurie 
said she was not feeling 
pressure. Coach Weinman, 
however, said, "Laurie is 
feeling 
unbelievable 
pres­ 
sure. She’s bringing it on 
herself. She always has been 
compared to Chrissie and

Laurie is embarking on 
her pro career, a year after

But there are differences. 
For one, they are not so 
evenly matched. Laurie does 
not possess Chrissie’s killer 
instinct on the court, 
in 
countless head-to-head tour­ 
nament matches, Laurie has 
never beaten Chrissie. She 
got close last year and that 
put a wrench in a relation­ 
ship that has been so chum­ 
my that, said Laurie, "we al­ 
ways talked about when we’d 
turn pro and room together 
and play each other in the 
finals.” 
They were playing in the 
tennis club in Fort Lauder­ 
dale. Laurie was ahead 4-3 
in games after having split 
two sets. As they passed 
each other to switch sides, 
Laurie said, " It ’s 4-3 my fa­ 
vor, isn’t it, Chris?” Accord­ 
ing to Weinman, this set 
Chrissie off.

With Chinese subtitles 
For Kissinger’s English it shows the 
revered 
leader 
with 
President 
Nixon's 
adviser

security in a discussion of the two 
nations 
and 
their 
growing 
friendship. 


This is a striking 
illustration of the 
commitment 
the 
leaders 
of 
the 
People’s 
Republic 
have made to the 
American 
involvement. It is, 
in effect, a blessing 
before the hundreds 
of millions by the man who has 
something like the status of a god in 
the eyes of those same millions It 
says something, too, about the 
importance of Kissinger’s role in 
the drama of America and the new 
China. 


In the handsome China pictorial 
two pages with color photos are 
given to “ Dr. Kissinger Visits 
China 
Kissinger and his aide, 
Winston Lord, are pictured in 
earnest conversation with Mao and 
Premier Chou En-lai This English- 
language 
publication 
is 
widely 
distributed. 
The leaders of the People s 
Republic look to continuity and 
stability far into the future 
A 
blessing by Mao will carry into the 
years ahead and be a plus during the 
transitional period when the old 
leaders will have passed from the 
scene Mao is 79, Chou is 75. To 
outsiders, 
at 
any 
rate, 
their 
successors are not visible. 
What China hopes for from the 
United States is twofold First is the 
very 
fact 
of 
friendship 
The 
American presence in Peking, the 
rapidly growing exchanges — these 
are a counter to the fear that is 
basic not only to Chinese policy but 
to the fundamental conviction of the 
people subject to a continuous 
infusion of propaganda That is the* 
fear of an attack by the Sovieti 
— either a pre-emptive strike 
against 
C hina’s 
nuclear 
development or a mass attack by 
the million or more Russians on the 
northern border 


Friendship with Washington, one 
of the two superpowers, is an offset 
to the frigid propriety of relations 
with Moscow. This in no way 
suggests 
dependence, 
for 
self- 
reliance is the contantly repeated 
resolve of Chinese policy. Yet, if 
President Nixon had not dared so 


much in his mission to Peking, the 
diplomatic climate would have been 
less assured than it is today. 
The second hope is for greatly 
expanded trade. The 10 Boeing 707s 
that will be delivered next year are 
a beginning of the kind of benefits to 
accrue from America’s advanced 
technology. 
Pay-as-you-go on the international 
market is a policy long adhered to 
by the Chinese. There are signs, 
however, that a shift is in the 
making. Several times to this 
reporter officials have spoken of the 
possibility of “ deferred payments.” 
They may well be interested in 
credits from the Export-Import 
Bank that could open the way for the 
construction of whole plants in the 
petro-chemical and fertilizer fields. 


While trade with the United States 
could become important, the great 
stress is on 
a variety of trading 
partners. 
The principal trading 
partner today and very likely for the 
foreseeable future is Japan. Trade 
each way between the two Asian 
nations 
is close to $1 
billion 
annually. That exchange has deep 
roots in the past. 


But the past does not govern what 
is occurring today. The isolation of 
the middle kingdom of another day 
and the embattled fastness of the 
Communist retreat in Yenan after 
the long march and the civil war 
that followed have been completely 
shattered. 
Scarcely a day goes by that a 
foreign minister or a minister of 
trade from Europe, Africa or Asia 
does not arrive here. The handsome 
tree-lined 
route to the Peking 
airport 
sees 
a 
procession 
of 
welcoming committees. And those 
who come are only a fraction of 
those who seek the coveted visa for 
China, whether in search of trade or 
merely to have a look at the rebirth 
of a nation — the most remarkable 
phenomenon of the modern age. 
If China’s leaders are overly* 
concerned about the disarray in 
Washington reported in ever short­ 
wave broadcast, they have not 
shown 
this 
concern 
to 
the 
Americans who established the 
liaison mission here. They clearly 
want to believe in the continuity and 
stability of the superpower with 
whom 
they 
have 
formed 
a 
friendship

WASHINGTON- 
One 
of 
the 
reputed safeguards for consumers is 
that companies will challenge each 
other’s 
violations 
of 
law 
and 
marketplace excesses out of their 
own self interest. This doctrine is 
called economic pluralism and was 
given popular currency over twenty 
years ago in John K. Galbraith’s 
American Capitalism: The Theory 
of Countervailing Power. 
The trouble with 
this theory is that it 
didn’t 
take 
sufficient 
account 
of the pressures and 
inducements 
for 
accomodation 
between companies 
or industries. These 
include interlocking 
economic interests, 
conglomerate 
takeovers, fear of 
corporate 
retaliation by 
giant firms, and reluctance to start 
a conflict which could get out of 
control and backlash. Even in such 
an elementary activity as one 
company publicly pointing out its 
competitor’s deceptive advertising, 
the practice has 
usually 
been 
mutual toleration of each other’s 
frauds. 
The consumer resurgence in the 
past decade, with all its documented 
disclosures of hazards, bilks, waste 
and 
monopolistic 
practices, 
is 
beginning to give some companies 
and 
industries 
a 
measure 
of 
courage. For example, after nearly 
two 
generations 
of 
meekly 
accepting 
the 
way 
the 
auto 
companies 
designed 
cars, 
the 
casualty 
insurance industry 
is 
edging toward a confrontation over 
vehicle safety and repair costs. 
For four years, the Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety, under 
Dr. William Haddon, has been 
widely 
distributing information 
about eggshell bumpers and the 
enormous 
damage caused 
to 
specific 
car-makes 
at 
5 
mph 
collisions Over a billion dollars a 
year are wasted by motorists who 
pay 
for replacement and repair 
costs arising out of crashes no faster 
than walking speeds. Because the 
IIHS named names — Chevrolet 
Impalas, Ford Galaxies, Plymouth 
Furies, and so forth — the industry 
has begun to put more effective 
bumpers on cars. On 1973 cars, these 
front bumpers are now about as 
protective as those on the 1933 
Model A Ford — which is progress, 
of sorts 
Allstate has been heavily pushing 
and advertising the merits of the air 
bag as a major automatic injury 
prevention 
system 
should 
auto 
crashes occur They have fitted 200 
of their 1972 automobiles with these 
air bags and tested them safely with 
human 
occupants. 
This 
open 
advocacy has not endeared the 
insurer with the Detroit auto moguls 
who want to take their own tune 
about important safety innovations. 
Allstate has also challenged the 
broadcasting networks which have 
refused the company's paid air bag 
messages to the public on the 
ground 
that 
they 
were 
too 
controversial The company went so 
far as to testify before a Senate 
committee in objection to this 
practice 
Another insurer, State Farm, has 
petitioned 
the 
Department 
of 
Transportation about the alleged 
inaccuracy of GM figures as to 
frequency of a vehicles corner 
impact involvement in crashes GM 
gave a figure of seven percent 
involvement, 
but 
State 
Farm 


asserted that corners of vehicles are 
involved at almost a 40 percent rate. 
It submitted these figures to support 
its opposition of “ any weakening of 
the standards promulgated under 
the (auto safety law) for purposes of 
stylistic convenience.” 
More far-reaching has been State 
Farm ’s 
quiet 
but 
persistent 
Washington campaign to break the 
monopoly group which the auto 
companies have in selling their 
“ crash parts” (e.g., fenders, lamps 
and grille sections) through their 
franchised dealers. State Farm 
believes that excessive profits are 
made 
by 
the 
auto 
companies 
because independent garages have 
great difficulty in obtaining these 
“ crash parts” from independent 
manufacturers 
since 
auto 
manufacturers virtually monopolize 
their production. The Federal Trade 
Commission has been developing an 
investigation into this multibillion 
monopoly but is running into great 
difficulty getting information from 
the auto companies. 
In other segments of the economy, 
these healthy corporate collisions 
appear to be increasing. Smaller 
companies are using the antitrust 
laws 
to 
challenge 
monopolistic 


practices 
in 
the 
computer, 
telecommunications, 
utilities, 
franchise 
and 
distribution 
industries. Sometimes the giants, 
such as ITT, challenge companies of 
lesser 
size 
such 
as 
General 
Telephone 
and Electronics 
Corporation. Last year ITT won in 
Federal District Court an order 
requiring 
GT&E to 
shed 
its 
equipment 
m anufacturing 
subsidiary. This decision sent waves 
of concern through AT&T whose 
equipment 
subsidiary, 
Western 
Electric, may be similarly exposed 
to litigation soon. 
Many of these corporate conflicts 
also generate long overdue action by 
government enforcement agencies, 
as in the Control Data and Telex 
court challenges to IBM. 


It is too early to say whether such 
countervailing pressures amount to 
a trend. Accommodation is still the 
norm, often even after suits are 
filed for negotiating purposes, as 
shown in the recent settlement 
between Control Data and IBM. But 
enough creative friction is going on 
to 
the 
consumers’ 
benefit 
to 
illuminate the consumers' cost of 
continued 
accomodation 
and 
corporate interlocks.

Safer farms 


One would ordinarily think that a 
farm and ranch would be a peaceful 
area free from the many pitfalls of a 
metropolitan area. But a farm or 
ranch can be a dangerous place. 
A University of 
California 
agricultural 
engineer at Davis 
reported 
startling 
statistics this week 
of death and injury 
connected 
with 
farming as part of a 
Farm 
Accident 
Study to reduce the 
toll. 


In a recent year in California, 74 
farmers and farm workers were 
killed. Largest number of deaths 
was attributed to the automatic hay 
bale 
loading 
machines. 
Such 
machines claimed the lives of 13 A 
dozen 
persons 
were 
killed 
by 
tractors; eight were electrocuted; 
six fell to their deaths; five drowned 
and three burned to death. The rest 
died in various other accidents A 
total of 12,500 persons were injured 
on ranches and farms during the 
year. 


The engineer wants to find out 
how these accidents happen and how 
to 
prevent 
them 
Reportable 
injuries only cover persons with 
Workm en's 
Compensation 
Insurance. There is no idea of the 
injury victims among non-covered 
farm owner-operator and family 
members. A lot of information will 
have to be gathered in order to» 
develop a prevention program. 
A study, jointly sponsored by the 
Agricultural Extension at UC Davis 
and the California Farm Bureau, 
will be coordinated with similar 
efforts m 10 other states through 
the National Safety Council. 
Random farms from Imperial to 
Siskiyou Counties will be selected 
About 
3,000 
of 
the 
state's 
approximately 70.000 farms will be 
represented 
in 
the 
study. The

strict confidence and used only in 
the compilation of statistics. 


This is not just another ordinary 
study, most of which we deplore. 
This appears to be a rather positive 
move to prevent tragedies on farms 
and ranches. We know that on the 
ranch 
we 
frequently 
visit 
we 
observe many hazards. We are sure 
that if a safety engineer visited the 
place, he would find many more. 
But correction is the key and we 
hope that the results of the study 
will result in the information that 
proves to be the key.
